HELPLESS SERVICE MAN 


AIDED BY RED CROSS 


One of ttoe saddest cases that has 


been brought to the attention of the 
Adams county Red Cross since the 
close of the World War is that of Rob- 
ert Decker, son of Mr. and Mrs. H. W. 
Decker, of near East Berlin, who is 
daily growing weaker from an incur- 
able disease contracted during his ser- 
vice in the U. S. Army. The Gettys- 
burg chapter of the American Red 
Cross are solely responsible for secur- 
ing for t,he young man total compensa- 
tion pay from the War Department. 
At a Georgia training depot, the young 
soldier was stationed when the disas- 


ous influenza plague swept the cities, 


towns and military camps in the fall 
of 1918. He was one of the first to 
contract the disease which later devel- 
oped into pneumonia. Although in a 
serious condition for several months 
young Decker apparently recovered 
and was discharged, his certificate 
reading: 
"health, good." After 
re- 


maining at home until fall of'that year 
he accepted a school and taught at 
Round Hill, this county, throughout 
tjhe term. The day after school closed 
in March he was taken suddenly sick 
and since that time his condition has 
become worse. His case was reportr 
ed to Miss Margaret McMillan. Red 
Cross secretary. Gettysburg, late in 
May. Soon afterward 'the secretary 
had the proper papers drawn up and 
his application for tptal disability com- 
pensation was sent to Washington. 
This amounts to $80 u month. Recent- 
ly the young man received a check 
from the governmenti for $496 back 
compensation from the time he was 
taken sick. 


This ca&a is only one of the many 


similar ones where the Red Cross or- 
ganization has been of invaluable as- 
sistance to the ex-service men of Ad- 
ams county.

Punishment Visited on King Who 


Forgot His Creator. 


At the southern _ end of the valley 


in Central Arabia where progress to- 
ward the Persian gulf is blocked by 
a broad barrier of sand, lies a district 
called Kbari, which was once fertile, 
and still retains some of its former 
prosperity. 
H. St. ,T. B. Philby de- 


scribes in the Wide World Magazine a 
group of ruins which appear to date 
back to the medieval times when the 
country was under the domination of 
a Persian colony. Close by it are the 
remains of an Important irrigation sys- 
tem which almost certainly points to 
a Persian origin, the main point of in- 
terest about which is thai it depends 
on a group of three grejx? reservoirs 
or pools, believed to be bottomless. 


A similar phenomenon exists in a 


district farther south, called the Afiaj, 
where there are no fewer than seven 
"bottomless" pools of varying sizes, 
among which Is n fair-sized lake, the 
"Mother of the Mountain," whlcb is 
the largest sheet of water known to 
exist in all Arabia. It is about three 
quarters of a mile in length bv a quar- 
ter of a mile broad, and was in its 
day the center of a mighty kingdom. 
There, according to a legend, once 
stood the palace and capital of Ad Ibn 
Shaddad, one of the greatest Arabian' 
kings. 


The legend tells that this king built 


himself a new capital south of the 
Afiaj district. In this palace he gath- 
ered together a stable of 2,000 peer- 
less steeds, a bodyguard of 2,000 war- 
riors and a harem of 2,000 maidens, 
among the fairest in the world. The 
legend tells that the king forgot bis 
Creator, who visited him with a dread 
scorching west wind, overwhelming the 
king and all bis glory with waves of 
blazing sand which to this day covers 
an area nearly half a million square 
miles. This territory is known from 
its utter desolation as the "Empty 
-Quarter."

GOVERNMENT DESIGNS PEACH SIZER 


Peach Sizing Machine—Fruit Can Be Carried Along by Conveyors Which 


Are Adjusted to Carry the Largest Fruit to the End, Whence It Drops 
Into the Apron in the Foreground. 


This year a part of the peach crop 


may be better graded at less expense 
than heretofore by use of a new sizer 
developed by government workers. Two 
machines were built last year and test- 
ed under commercial conditions at 
Leesburg, Va., and Mayfield, Ga. In- 
formation gained through these tests 
was used in perfecting the present 
machine, drawings of which are now 
available to all growers or manufac- 
turers interested, 
according to an- 


nouncement by the bureau of markets. 


The machine has several unique fea- 


tures and advantages over existing 
types of sizers which make it possible 
to handle fruit with 
le«s bruising, 


while its construction permits 10 to 15 
packers to work at one time, thus mak- 
ing possible a run of two 10 tljree car 
loads of peaches a day fi om each ma- 
chine, the amount depending on the 
average quality of tha fruit. The over- 
all dimensions of the machine are 
24x15 feet. 
It requires an electric 


motor of less than one horsepower ca- 
pacity, or a small gas engine, to ope- 
rate it, and it can 6e run at half ca- 
pacity if desired. 
Under commercial 


conditions it should be sold at a price 
not to exceed $450, according to esti- 
mates of the designers. 


How It Works. 


The peaches from the orchard are 


delivered on an inclined roller coiuey- 
or, on each side of which sorters stand 
and pick out culis and damaged fruit. 
The rotation of the peaches on thisr 
comeyor, which is obtained without 
bruising, enable^ the sorter^ to see the 
e"ntire surface of the fruit without 
touching it. From this roller convey- 
or Jlie peaches are delivered to two 
sets of ropes ronnina; over pullevs. 
A. simple lever arrangement permits 
the adjustment of the spaces between 
these ropes to accommodate anv size 
fruit ft is desired to grade. Although 
the/ropes diverge from each other un- 
der 
ordinary operating "conditions,

Here is a message for the tillers of 


the thousands of home gardens al- 
ready planted in cities and the smaller 
towns, and other thousands in process 
of being planted.

Many amateurs 
make the mistake of putting away 
the rake atad hoe as soon as they have 
the seeds in the ground.

Colony houses with from 50 
to 75 birds in each provide much bet- 
ter conditions than in cases where 
hundreds of bird* are kept in a single 
house.

Here is a message for the tillers of 
the thousands of home gardens al­ 
ready planted in cities and the smaller 
towns, and other thousands in process 
of being planted. Let every gardener 
remember that his work of food pro­ 
duction is only begun. Many amateurs 
make the mistake of putting away 
the rake and hoe as soon as they have 
the seeds in the ground. The surface 
of the ground should be lightly stirred 
with a rake and kept mellow before 
the seeds come up. 
Qften a week or 
go of extremely dry weather comes 
after garden‘planting. 
This is liable 
to cause many of the smaller seeds 
to fall to germinate, or, if they germ­ 
inate, they may not have enough 
moisture to keep them alive. 


There are two or three ways of pre­ 
venting loss. One is to use the sprink­ 
ling can and keep the surface lightly 
watered until the seeds are up. 
An­ 
other Is to lay a board directly over 
the row of seeds until they sprout 
and are just about < ready to come 
through the ground. 
It does not do, 
however, to leave the boards over the 
row, too long, as the little seedlings 
on coming up against the boards will 
be beut put of shape ant} weakened. 
Still another method is to scatter a 
little fine, sifted manure. 
Here, also, 
care must be taken that the cover­ 
ing Is not too heavy, or the seedlings 
will

A steel rake is pne of the best tools 
for cultivating the garden, because it 
loosens the top Inch or two of the 
soil. Before the plants are up, break 
the surface ever so gently over the 
rows, with the rake. After the plants 
appear, use the rake frequently along 
each side of the row to keep the soil 
¿008« und niellow.

During the hot summer months the 
greater part of the troubl* experienced 
on poultry plants is found on the 
ranges where the growing stock Is 
kept. 
According, to the pcultVy de­ 
partm ent of the New Jersey agricul­ 
tural experiment station ont of the 
leading causes of range losses during 
the summer is the overcrowding of 
the birds. 
There should be a suffici­ 
ent number of colony houses to ac­ 
commodate the birds. 
The colony 
houses are used by the young blr*1s 
at nighV, and if they are forced to 
crowd together, serious results will 
occur. 
Chicks need a large amount 
of fresh air In order to keep growing 
constantly. 
If crowded at night they 
are forced to breathe the same air 
time after time, a condition which re 
suits In stunted growth, find Invite? 
disease. 
Colony houses with from 50 
to 75 birds in each provide much bet 
ter conditions than in cases where 
hundreds of birds» are kept In a single 
house. 
If several emaciated, stunted 
birds are found on the ranges, look 
first to the colony houses at night. 
They are probably overcrowded.

NO LONGER AH EXPERIMENT 


Blind Are Taught to Wind Electric 


Coils—Effect of Being Self-Sup- 


porting Keeps Them Healthy 


and m Good Spirits. 


New York.—So many of the \\ar 


blinded have found work in the elec 
incal manufacturing plant a means of 
supporting themselves, rendering them 
independent of any chanty or philan- 
thropic assistance, that special atten- 
tion is being directed to the work of 
Dr. Schuyler Rkaats Wheeler, who 
made possible this new field of gain- 
ful occupation for the sightle&s. 


There is nothing new in the en- 


deavor to enable the blind to work or 
e\en in the effort made to find a ready 
market for their product, but in the 
Crocker-Wheeler 
company's 
factory 


the unseeing work oh an exact par 
with the seeing, their "goods," there- 
fore, being placed in the open market. 


Doctor Wheeler's interest ui the 


.problem of the blind, starting some 
years ago, became intensified when the 
war brought their numbers, both here 
and abroad, to n highly increased 
total. 
In going through the various 


departments of the company's electric- 
al manufacturing plant at Ampere, N 
T. 


J., of which he is president, he noted 
the fact that girls skilled in winding 
wire coils performed their work with- 
out watching the movements of their 
hands, as a touch typist or .1 piano 
player ignores her fiogers. Tne coil- 
winding girls chatted 
and laughed 


among themselves as they worked, and 
their work was satisfactory. Doctor 
\Vheeler then blindfolded himself and 
attempted to wind a coif. He proved 
to his own satisfaction that here was 
work which, with little practice, the 
sightless could do on a par with nor- 
mal workers. 
x 


Proves a Success. 


The Double Duty Finger Guild was 


the direct result. That is the name 
given to the department, employing 
only men am? women without sight. 
This department has been in success- 
ful operation for three years in the 
Crocker-Wlieeler factory, and it has 
ceased to be considered an experiment 
or even an innovation. 


At first special instructors were en- 


gaged and a small group of blind were 
set to work at winding the wire coils. 


The members of this first group were 
paid during their apprenticeship 15 
cents an hour, and. after four weeks' 
instinjction, were given places in the 
shops. Later the hourly rate of pay 
for trained workers was changed to a 
piecework plan and this proved more 
interesting 
and stimulating to the 


worker. 
At the factory It was said 


that a skilled blind worker earned 
from .$3 to S4 a day at piecework 


More startling than the work in the 


coil-winding rooms is the handling of 
various .kinds of machinery 1>\ the 
sightless. 
At the notching machines 


(hey 
put in metal plates and stamp 


them A\ith the desired notches. 
Blind 


men also stack these plates, or "punch- 
ings," o$d weigh them. 


Sightless t.vpists and stenographers 


also are employed by the company. In 
the jobroom a special system of indi- 
vidual records keeps track of more 
than 2,000 jobs in process. 
Here a 


blind stenographer handles the phone 
calls coming in at spaced plug? down 
the length of the loom, using a sim- 
ple chair and typewriter 
stand on 


rollers, in w hich she travels up and 
down the line 


A Blind Secretary. 


Miss Jessie Lewis, secretary to Mrs. 


Ida H. Gifford, director of the Double 
Duty Finger Guild, handles the steno- 
graphic work and filing in the guild's 
office. 
She is a graduate of the Per- 


kins Institute for the Blind. 
Miss 


Lewis is the creator of the American 
Biaille shorthand system. 
AH her 


cards and records are marked in 
Braille, and she turns to a desired pa- 
per with the ease and promptness of 
a skilled sighted worker. 


Most of the successful blind appli- 


cants for positions in the factory 
come from independent sources rather 
than institutions. 
Tbp age limit is 


supposed to be, forty-five, although 
older men from the state of New Jer- 
sey have been accepted. Two persons 
must guarantee one.month's board and 
return carfare, in case the applicant 
does not "make good." 


The worker stands absolutely on his 


own merit and soon learns to take 
pride in bringing his work up to the 
standard required by the factory In- 
spectors. 
, 


Marked independence is shown by 


th^ sightless employees in handling 
tlteir work and in moving about the 
factory and grounds. 
The effect upon 


them of being self-supporting and en- 
gaged in work which is the same as 
that done by normal persons and 
which must pass the same tests of in- 
spection, works wonders in keeping 
them up to a healthy standard of 
good spirits and courage, 


astonishing, she test'fied tliat an as- 
sistant United States attorney had ad- 
vised her to consult mediums. AVhen 
.vou 
take this in connection with the 


fact that the Supreme court evidently 
listened to the ghost conveisntion as 
part of the testimony, you cannot blink 
at the conclusion that a ghost has been 
admitted to at court of justice in the 
United States. The supernatural has 
come again to play a formal and rec- 
ognized part in the affairs of men in a 
country which calls itself civilized. 


Spiritualism Involved. 


Of course, the whole question ot 


spiritualism is here involved. There 
are many intelligent and sincere peo- 
ple who believe that the existence of 
ghosts who can communicate with us 
has been pn^ed. 


Out in the West there is a certain 


placer deposit ot gold which has been 
the grave of many fortunes. One man 
atter another has tried to get this 
gold, and all have failed. 
Finally,, 


along came an inventor with a most 
ingenious and expensive plan for get- 
ting the gold. He had absolute faith 
in it. It appeared that he was in com- 
munication with the ghost of his dead 
sister, and that she had imparted this 
plan to him, and had told him it was 
sure to succeed. He spent every cent 
he ow ned and could borrow on the 
plan and lost it all. The ghost was 
w rong. 


Here is another example of a med- 


dlesome ghost who sought to make 
trouble. A young and attractive widow 
was invited by an older woman who 
lived in the same boarding house to 
join her in some ouila board excur- 
sions to the land of the dead. 
They 


immediately got into communication 
with the spirit of the young womanY' 
dead husband. He proceeded to crit- 
icize her goings and comings at great 
length 
He objected to the man she 


went with. He told her that such and 
such a man was immoral, that an- 
other ate cocaine, that a third had a 
wife living In Australia. He advised 
her to give up all frivolities and st..»y 
at home nights. 


Widow Is Troubled. 


The young widow was considerably 


troubled at first. But she had strong 
common sense. 
She reflected 
that 


even if spiritism was a true revelation, 
there were fake mediums, and her el- 
derly friend might be one of them. 
She also reflected that her husband in, 
life had been a jealous fellow, inclined 
to lie about all possible rivals, and she 
saw no reason to believe that death 
had reformed him. She was able to 
prove that some of the messages which 
had been sent her from "The Beyond" 
were not in accord with the facts.

Blind Arc Taught to Wind Electric 
Coils— Effect of Being Self-Sup­ 
porting Keeps Them Healthy 
anc^ in Good Spirits. 


New York.v-So many of the war- 
blinded have found work in the elec­ 
trical manufacturing plant a means of 
supporting themselves, rendering them 
independent of any charity or philan­ 
thropic assistance, that special atten­ 
tion is being directed to the work of 
Dr. Schuyler 
Skaats Wheeler, 
who 
made possible this new field of gain­ 
ful occupation for the sightless. 


There is nothing new in the en­ 
deavor to enable the blind to work or 
even in the effort made to .find a ready 
market for their product, but in the 
Crocker-Wheeler 
company’s 
factory 
the unseeing work oh an exact par 
with tlie seeing, their “goods,” there­ 
fore, being placed in the open market. 


Doctor Wheeler’s interest in the 
.problem of the blind, starting some 
years ago, became intensified when the 
war brought their numbers, both here 
and abroad, to a highly increased 
total. 
In going through the various 
departments of the company’s electric­ 
al manufacturing plant at Ampere, N. 
J., of which he is president, he noted 
the fact that girls skilled in winding 
wire coils performed their work with­ 
out watching the movements of their 
hands, as a touch typist or a piano 
player ignores her fingers. 
The coil- 
winding girls chatted and 
laughed 
among themselves as the? worked, and 
their work was satisfactory. 
Doctor 
AVheeler then blindfolded himself and 
attempted to wind a coif. 
He proved 
to his own satisfaction that here was 
work which, with little practice, the 
sightless could do on a par with nor­ 
mal workers. 
N 
Proves a Success, 


The Double Duty Finger Guild was 
the direct result. 
That is the name 
given to* the department, employing 
only men am? women without sight. 
This department has been in success­ 
ful operation for three years in the 
Crocker-Wheeler factory, and it has 
ceased to be considered an experiment 
or even an innovation. 


At first special instructors were en­ 
gaged and a small group of blind were 
set to work at winding tho wire colls. 


f a ------------------------------------------------------------------------------------------------- 


The members of this first group were 
paid during their apprenticeship 15 
cents an hour, and, after four weeks’ 
instruction, were given places in the 
shops. 
Later the hourly rate of pay 
for trained workers was changed to a 
piecework plan and this proved more 
interesting and 
stimulating to 
the 
worker. 
At the factory it was said 
that a skilled blind worker earned 
from $3 to $4 a day at piecework. 


More startling than the work in the 
coil-winding rooms is the handling of 
various „kinds of machinery by the 
sightless. 
At the notching machines 
they put in metal plates and stamp 
them with the desired notches. 
Blind 
men also stack these plates, or “punch- 
ings.” qg)d weigh them. 


Sightless, typists and stenographers 
also are employed by the company. In 
the jobroom a special system* of indi­ 
vidual records keeps track of more 
than 2,000 jobs in process. 
Here a 
blind stenographer handles the phone 
calls coming in at spaced plug? down 
the length of the room, using a sim­ 
ple chair and typewriter stand on 
rollers, in which she travels up and 
down the line. 


A Blind Secretary. 


Miss Jessie Lewis, secretary to Mrs. 
Ida H. Gifford, director of the Double 
Duty Finger Guild, handles the steno­ 
graphic work and filing in the guild’s 
office. 
She is a graduate of the Per­ 
kins Institute for the Blind. 
Miss 
Lewis is the creator of the American 
Braille shorthand system. 
All her 
cards and 
records are 
marked in 
Braille, and she turns to a desired pa­ 
per with the ease and promptness of 
a skilled sighted worker. 


Most of the successful blind appli­ 
cants for positions in the factory 
come from independent sources rather 
tliap institutions. 
The age limit is 
supposed to be, forty-five, although 
older men from tfie state of New Jer­ 
sey have been accepted. Two persons 
must guarantee one, month's board and 
return carfare, in case the applicant 
does not “make good.” 


The worker stands absolutely on his 
own merit and soon learns to take 
pride in bringing his work up to tlie 
standard required by the factory In­ 
spectors, 
, 


Marked independence Is shown by 
thQ siglitless employees In handling 
their »work and in moving about the 
factory and grounds. The effect upon 
them of being self-supporting and en­ 
gaged in work which is tlie same as 
that done by normal persons and 
which must pass the same tests of in­ 
spection, works wonders in keeping 
them up to a healthy standard of 
good spirits and courage, 


astonishing, she testified that an as­ 
sistant United States attorney had ad­ 
vised her tp consult mediums.

SOMETHING ABOUT SOUPS. 


In a meal where so:»? begins the din- 


ner nnd the dishes following nre sub- 


stantial, the soup 
should be clear, 
light and hot, bat 
not necessarily 
nutritious. Bat In 
meals where the 
soup is to form 
the main dish of 
the f a m i l y H 


should be nutritious In character. 


To make stock use bones left from 


steaks, roosts and poultry or the liquor 
In which they have been boilod; keep 
In the ice chest. They may be added 
to from day to day. The bones should 
be cracked BO that all the marrow may 
be dissolved. 
Cover the bones and 


any meat with oold water and simmer 
gently for several hours. Sblm and at 
the end of the third hour add any 
flavorings such as herbs, any* of the 
onion family, cloves, carrot, turnip, 
celery tops, bay leaves and a teaspoon- 
ful of peppercorns to each four quarts 
of soup. The delicate flavor of soup 
Is ruined If it is boiled, as the volatile 
oil and other flavors pass off in the 
air. The stock is strained at the end 
of four hours and set away to cool so 
that the surplus fat can be easily re- 
moved. 
To clarify stock allow one 


egg white with the shell for each 
quart of stock. 
Crush the shell and 


bent It with a little cold stock and 
the ege white until well mixed. Add 
to the stock just brought to the boll- 
Ing point and 
then strain through 


cheesecloth wrung out of cold water. 
In .summer stock will keep better with 
no vegetable flavorings added. 


Consomme.—Take a shin of beef and 


H shin of veal, wipe with damp cloth. 
Cut all moat from the bones. 
In a 


kettle add <vio teaspoonful of cara- 
mel or a ten spoonful of siipar to 
brown, then add half a cupful of 
chopped onion and the same quantity 
of water. Cook five minutes, then add 
the

which 
h.ivo 
boon 
well 


ornckivl. the moat, nnd cover with five 
quarts- of cold visitor. Lot simmer and 
follow the above direction* nnd finish 
In the same* way. 


Either beans or poas make a most 


nutritions soup. 
Cook the vegetables 


until very soft, with syu onion. 
Put 


them through a sieve and bind with 
tlour and butter cooked together. Add 
milk nnd serve well seasoned nnd hot. 


A puree Is a thick soup. 
For the 


preparation o'f this soup a sieve and 
wooden spoons are necessary as the 
vegetables if put through the sieve be- 
comes line enough to be well blended 
and does not sink to the bottom of the 
kettle. The milk Is slightly thickened 
and holds the fine particles of vege- 
table In suspension.

Scalloped Celery. — Cook two 
cup> 


fuls of celery in water to cover, until 
tender. Save one cupful of the stock ; 
add to It one cupful of milk. Melt' 
two tablespoonfuls of butter; add two 
of 'nour and when well mixed add the 
fjiilk and stock. 
Cook until smooth 


and thick; season well with salt and 
pepper, then add the cooked celery 
and one-half cupful of cheese. 
Line 


a buttered baking dish with buttered 
bread crumbs, pour in the celery and 
sauce and cover with crumbs. 
The 


dish may be prepared in layers of cel- 
ery, cheese and sauce, if preferred. 


Nut Timbals, — Melt two tablespoon- 


fuls of butter; add one cupful of soft 
bread crumbs and three-quarters of a 
cupful of milk ; cook until smooth. Add 
one cupful of nut meats, one table- 
spoonful of minced parsley and two 
eggs well beaten. 
Season with salt 


and pepper. Fill buttered individual 
molds two-thirds full, set in a pan of 
hot water and bake 20 minutes, cov- 
ered with a buttered paper

la 
Rein*.— Melt four 


tnblespoonfuls of butter, add three 
tablespoonfuls of flour, and when well 
blended add three cupfuls of milk; stir 
and cook slowly, then add two cupful 
of diced chicken, one-half cupful or 
mushrooms, one cupful of asparagus 
tips one-fourth cupful of pimento** 
minced, ono teaspoonful of suit, a dash 
of mustard and paprika. 
Keep hot 


over hot water until ready to serve.

SOMETHING ABOUT SOUPS. 


Tunis Agricultural State. 


The regency of Tunis, having ita 
northern or Mediterranean limit in the 
same latitudinal position as the state 
df North Carolina and, like North Car­ 
olina, supporting an estimated pop* 
Ulation of 2,000,000 on an area of 
about 50,000 square miles, is essential­ 
ly an agricultural country, deriving its 
wealth from farm and mine. 


The Sunflower in Russia. 


Sunflower cultivation has become an 
industry in southern Russia, where the 
people have found the seeds a substi­ 
tute for olives in making oil. Viiu Rus­ 
sian feats the kernel. 
An acre of sun­ 
flowers yields about 60 bushels of 
seeds, and these in turn yield mors 
than 50 gallons of oil. 


In n m<*nl where »oup brgins the din­ 
ner and the dlaheu following are sub­ 
stantial, the aoup 
should 
be clear, 
light and hot, but 
not n o c e H w r ily 
nutritious. But In 
meals where the 
aoup Id to form 
the main dish of 
t h e f a m i l y it 
should bo nutritious in character. 


To make stock use bones left from 
steaks, roasts and poultry or the liquor 
In which they have been boiled; keep 
in the Ico chest. 
They may be added 
to from day to day. The bones should 
be cracked so that all the marrow may 
bo dissolved. 
Cover the bones and 
any meat with cold water and simmer 
gently for several hours. Skim and at 
tho end of the third hour add any 
flavorings such as herbs, any* of the 
onion family, cloves, carrot, turnip, 
celery tops, bay leaves and a teaspoon­ 
ful of peppercorns to each four quart« 
of soup. 
The delicate flavor of soup 
Is ruined if it is boiled, as the volatile 
oil and other flavors pass off in the 
# air. 
The stock is strained at the end 
of four hours and set away to cool so 
that tho surplus fat can be easily re­ 
moved. 
T o.clarify stock allow one 
egg white with the shell for each 
quart of stock. 
Crush the shell and 
beat It with a little cold stock and 
the egg white until well mixed. 
Add 
to the stock just brought to the boil­ 
ing point and then strain through 
cheesecloth .wrung out of cold water. 
In summer stock will keep better with 
no vegetable flavorings added. 


Consomme.—Take a shin of beef and 
a shin of veal, wipe with damp cloth. 
Cut all meat from the bones. 
In a 
kettle add one teaspoonful of cara­ 
mel or a teaspoonful of sugar to 
brown, then add half a cupful of 
chopped onion and the same quantity 
of water. Cook five minutes, then add 
the 
bones 
which 
have 
been 
well 
cracked, the meat, and cover with five 
quarts' of cold water. Let simmer and 
follow* the above directions and finish 
In the same way. 


Either beans or peas make a mnst 
nutritious soup. 
Cook the vegetables 
until very soft, with jvp onion. 
Put 
them through a sieve and bind wiMi 
flour and butter cooked together. Add 
milk and serve well seasoned and hot. 


A puree Is a thick soup. 
For the 
preparation ot this soup a sieve and 
wooden spoons are necessary as tho 
vegetables if put through the sieve be­ 
comes fine enough to be well blended 
and does not sink to the bottom of the 
kettle. The milk is slightly thickened 
and holds the fine particles of vege­ 
table in suspension.

and p u d d i n gs. 
For variety one may like to try: 
Strawberry 
Fluff.—Put 
one 
egg 
white, one cupful of powdered sugar 
and one cupful of strawberries into a 
deep bowl. 
Whip with a dover egg 
beater 
until 
the 
mixture 
is 
stifr 
enough to stand up and keep Its shape. 
It will take about twenty minutes’ 
beating. Serve in sherbet cups with a 
thin custard for a sauce. 


8cailoped 
Celery.—Cook two cup­ 
fuls of celery in water to cover, until 
tender. Save one cupful of the sto rk ; 
add to it one cupful of milk. 
Melt 
two tabjespoonfuls of butter; add tv\o 
of dour and when well mixed add the 
diilk and stock. 
Cook until smooth 
and thick; season well with salt nud 
pepper, then add the cooked celery 
and one-lmlf cupful of cheest*. 
Line 
a buttered baking dish with buttered 
bread crumbs, pour in the celery an 1 
sauce and cover with crumb*. 
The 
dish may bQ prepared in layers uf cel­ 
ery, cheese and sauce, if preferred.
